Although it is hardly a War Office matter, and 
although admittedly, you are referring tq Poles 
only, I feel that the thesis you prepesed in 
paragraph 2 is a highly dangerous one. It appears 
to me to amount to this, that U.N.R.R.A. may 
automatically return to store, without question, 
any Displaced Person for whom they have accepted 
responsibility and whom they subsequently discover 
to be non-repatriable. If this theory is accepted, 
it would appear that any or all Displaced Persons 
whom we have handed over to U.N.R.R.A. May, at any 
time, or even on U.N.R.R.A. closing down, be shot 
back at H.M.G. who would thereupon again become 
responsible for their maintenance, and/or disposal. 
T should have thought that, once U.N.R.R.A. accepts 
responsibility for an individual and took that 
individual over physically, there could be no 
question of their subsequently shooting him back 
for H.M.G. to look after, except in event of H.M.G. 
agreeing to re assume responsibility - but not as 
of right.

I take your letter to mean that when U.N.R.R.A. or 
the international body set up to look after D.Ps refuses 
to accept responsibility for any of the families in 
question, the local governing authorities will once again 
find these families on their hands and that if the mili- 
tary authorities are also the local governing authorities 
as in Tripolitania, they will have to hold the babies and 
the mothers as well. Circumstances may force us into 
that unfortunate position but I should like to make it 
clear that in no case would the military authorities accept 
any responsibility where they are not at that time the 
local governing authority. Even where they are the local 
governing authority, I agree with Drew that it would be un- 
fair to place the administrative burden of these D.Ps.etc., 
on them and I must emphasise that we should expect to re- 
cover from the Foreign Office Vote any expenses (other 
than family allowances - see below) we were forced to incur 
on such people. 


There can be no question of the War Office taking over 
responsibility for maintenance of Polish or any other 
families outside the territories under military government 
simply because no one else will accept responsibility.

encourage repatriation. He also alleged that these former officials 
continued, in varying degrees, to indulge in propaganda against 
Polish Government.

Under the 
instructions conveyed in your secret telegram No. 1186 of

6. Evidence of adverse political activity has in fact been 
produced against M. Pajak, the head of the Polish Welfare Board,

I have the honour to bring to your notice that the 
Lebanese Government some time ago authorised the admission 
to the Lebanon of 5000 Polish Refugees who do not wish, 
under existing conditions, to return to Poland, 


As you are aware, the maintenance of these Refugees 
has up to the present time been the responsibility of His 
Majesty's Government in the United Kingdon. It appears 
that His Majesty's Government now wish the onus of these 
Refugees to be transferred to UNRRA, The Lebanese 
Government have concurred with the point of view of His 
Majesty's Government, on the express condition that, 
should UNRRA at any time cease its activities or be unable 
to meet the cost of maintenance of the Polish Refugees in 
question, His Majesty's Government would again take upon 
themselves this responsibility. His Majesty's Government 
have agreed to this proposal, providing that they are 
left free to substitute for UNRRA an analogous International 
Organisation equipped to provide the maintenance of these 
Refugees, such as would be acceptable to the Lebanese 
Government. 


In these circumstances, I should be glad to know 
whether His Majesty's Government wish to associate them- 
selves with this Legation in the approach to be made to 
UNRRA for the maintenance of the Polish Refugees in the 
Lebanon.

Further to previous correspondence concerning financial 
responsibility for Polish refugees in the Middle East, East Africa and 
India, this letter will confirm the arrangement by which UNRRA will 
accept this responsibility in respect of those refugees in India, 
Palestine, Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika, Northern Rhodesia and Southern 
Rhodesia as from ist August 1946 under the conditions set out below. 

It is, of course, understood that this arrangement can contime only so 
long as displaced persons operations are authorised by the UNRRA Council 
and while funds remain available for carrying out such operations. 

The budget allocation which the Administration has felt itself able to 
make for this purpose can in no circumstances exceed a total of £1 ,/00,000. 
It is at present not possible for the Administration to undertake to con- 
tinue its operations beyond 31st December 1946. 


The conditions are as follows:- 


1. that the actual administrative work involved in the 
operation of the refugee camps and the carrying out 
of other measures for the care of these refugees will 
contimie to be performed by the authorities now 
carrying out such work, 


2. that the staff engaged in the care and maintenance of 
these refugees will operate under the general super- 
vision and direction of UNRRA. Avpropriate administra- 
tive authorities in each area will ensure that directions 
given by authorised representatives of UNRRA concerning 
the care of these refugees will be carried out am they 
will issie the necessary orders and instructions for that 
purpose.

operation the conditions set out above. It should be understood, however, that 
any payments on account of Polish refugees in the Lebanon will fall within the 
above limit of £1 ,700,000.

The first representative of UNRRA to visit Beirut 
in connexion with the maintenance of Polish refugees 
since the person mentioned in paragraph 3 of our tele- 
gram No.426 of the llth May last has just arrived. 
she is Miss Klizabeth Brown, UNRRA representative at 
Jerusalem, and she has come here with the object of 
arranging the repatriation to Poland of any refugees 
in the Lebanon who may wish to return home. She is 
accompanied by Mr. Tadeusz Kozub, an official repre- 
sentative of the \/arsaw Government. 


Ze We enclose a copy of a letter from the UNRRA 
Office in Cairo announcing this visit. We shall be 
glad to know if the information in paragraph I of this 
letter is correct. (Incidentally, the information in 
paragraph 3 that the Lebanese Government have now recog- 
nised the Warsaw Government is quite incorrect.) we 
and the Legation are giving all the assistance we can 
to Miss Brown and Mr. Kozub. We are, however, doubtful 
if there will be much response to their appeal for Poles 
to register their names for repatriation. 


Oe The local British military authorities, who 
are on the point of evacuation, have been informed 
through G.H.Q., M.E.L.F., that all Polish refugees 
who have military connexions - and this seems to apply 
to practically the whole lot here - will be able to move 
to England in connexion with the Polish Resettlement 
Corps. Announcements to this effect and that the first 
Shipload will leave for England at the end of November 
have even appeared in the press. We shall be grateful 
for any information you can give us about this proposal. 
Clearly, if the anti-Warsaw refugees here think they are 
shortly going to England to establish themselves per- 
manently in the British Empire or in self-imposed exile 
elsewhere, they will have less inducement to consider 
returning to Poland than if they knew the only alterna- 
tive was lingering on in the Lebanon, where their presence 
is likely to become less and less welcome and their living 
conditions less and less secure.

This letter is further to my letter to you of 17th August 
1946 on the subject of Polish refugees in the Lebanon. 


le This office has now received a copy of the letter 
addressed tothe Foreign Office on 7 August from the Fifth Council 
Session of UNRRA at Geneva but we have not yet received any 
information concerning the acceptance by the Foreign Office of 
the conditions suggested by UNRRA for the take-over of Polish 
refugees. This larger subject therefore must still await 
receipt of the final agreement with the Foretgn Office, although 
it is our understanding that financial responsibility by UNRRA 
will be backdated to 1 August 1946. As soon as final temfs of 
agreement are completed and this office is notified, a represen- 
tative from UNRRA Middle East will no doubt visit Beirut to dis- 
cuss the matter more fully. 


Ze ve have now been informed officially from UNRRA 
London that UNRRA has received an official request from the 
Lebanon Government to undertake the work of repatriation and 
care and maintenance for Polish refugees in the Lebanon. 


be I have been informed unofficially by the Polish 
Legation in Cairo that the Lebanese Government has now recog- 
nized the Polish Provisional Government in Warsaw but under- 
stand that no official representative of the Warsaw Government 
has yet been appointed to the Lebanese Government. 


4e Pending the settlement of the points mentioned above, 
UNRRA, however, at present can now proceed with the arrangements 
for the repatriation immediately to Poland of those refugees 
requesting such repatriation. In view of this the following 
action has been decided upon: 


Be Mre Tadeuze Kuzob, an official representative 
of the Warsaw Government who is now the acting head of the 
Polish Repatriation Mission to the Middle Hast, is proceeding 
to Beirut within a few days. T have asked him to make contact 
with you and I would request you to give lire. Kuzob every coope- 
ration in his work. Mr. Kuzob is quite realistic and appre- 
ciates the difficulties which he may face and the opposition 
to his presence by many of the refugees. Por his work and for 
the work of UNRRA in arranging speedily repatriation, it may be 
necessary for Mr. Kuzob to visit the various Polish settlements. 
It will be appreciated if your assistance can be given in this 
matter through the various settlement administrative officers 
in order that Mr. Kuzob's position and person can be protected 
se far as possible. 


De Miss Elizabeth Brown, the UNRRA Representative 
in Jerusalem, will proceed to Beirut early next week, I hope 
on Monday, 23 September, and I have asked her to make immediate 
contact with you. Miss Brown will be responsible for the 
registration by UNRRA of any Polish refugees requiring repatria- 
tion and will be working intimately with Mr. Kuzob who will

represent the Polish Government in such matters as determination 
of nationality and eligibility for reentry to Poland. Miss 
Brown, no doubt, will have many local problems such as adequate 
advertisement of UNRRA registration in order that the refugees 
may have a fair opportunity to know that UNRRA repatriation is 
now taking place. I will appreciate it if you can give Miss 
Brown every assistance possible. 


5. Plans for the removal of those wishing repatriation 
cannot be finalized until we have some information from Miss 
Brown regarding the numbers involved but our present proposal 
is that the refugees will be moved by ship from Beirut. to Port 
Said where they will be accommodated in the UNRRA transit camp 
in Egypt for further shipping to Italy and transit across 
Europe to Poland. For your information, UNRRA has just comp- 
leted the Middle East phase of a repatriation movement from 
Palestine.

I have to thank you for your letter WR 2363/39/.8 
of 4th September in which you inform me of H.M.G.'s 
concurrence in the conditions under which UNRRA is 
prepared to accept financial responsibility for Polish 
Refugees in India, Palestine, Kenya, Uganda, 
Tanganyika, Northern and Souther Rhodesia. 


I confirm your understanding of paragraph 6 of 
these conditions, i.e. that the per capita sums set 
out therein are in respect of all services as well as 
of food and accommodation. 


As regards paragraph 10 it is hoped that the 
Operations at present carried on by UNRRA with 
regard to displaced persons may be transferred at 
an early date to the proposed International Refugee 
Organisation or to an appropriate interim Commission. 
It is, however, not possible for the Administration 
to undertake that, should the limit of £1, /00,000 
be reached before such transfer takes place, 
additional UNRRA funds will be available for this 
operation. This sum is the limit which can be 
allocated to this operation without interfering with 
the supply programme, and as you will observe from 

the / 











the first two paragraphs of Resolution 99 UNRRA 
cannot undertake any financial commitment with 
respect to displaced persons which may interfere 
with this programme without the approval of the 
Central Committee.
